Trump plan to prop up coal 
may have little Texas impact

WASHINGTON — The Trump 
administration on Tuesday 
moved to prop up the declin- 
ing coal industry with an over- 
haul of Obama-era pollution rules, 
acknowledging that the increased 
emissions from aging coal-fired 
plants could kill hundreds more 
people annually and cost the 
country billions of dollars. 

The proposal broadly increases 
the authority given to states to 


decide how and how much to 
regulate coal power plants. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency said its Affordable Clean 
Energy rule “empowers states, 
promotes energy independence 
and facilitates economic growth 
and job creation.” 

The proposal is likely to have 
little consequence in Texas, how- 
ever — except, perhaps, to extend 
the lives of coal-fired power plants

Study: Most pregnancy-related 
deaths in Texas were avoidable 


State task force chair 
Says State report is ‘a 
call to action,

Most pregnancy-related deaths 
in Texas in 2012, which saw the 
highest number of maternal 
deaths to date, could have been 
prevented, according to a new 
state report. 

The most common causes of 
pregnancy-related deaths were 
heart issues, hemorrhaging, and 
infection. Among women whose 
deaths were related or associated 
with pregnancies, 69 percent 
were in the Medicaid program at 
the time of delivery, according to 
researchers with the Texas Mater- 
nal Mortality and Morbidity Task 
Force as well as the Department 
of State Health Services. 

“Eighty percent of the preg- 
nancy-related deaths had at least 
some of chance of being pre- 
vented. This really is a call to 
action to closely evaluate and

NEW YORK — President Donald 
Trump’s former lawyer Michael 
Cohen pleaded guilty Tuesday in 
a Manhattan courthouse to eight 
violations of banking, tax and 
campaign finance laws, telling a 
federal judge that he worked to 
silence two women before the 
2016 election at the direction of 
then-candidate Trump. 

Cohen pleaded guilty to five 
counts of tax evasion, one count 
of making a false statement to a 
bank and two campaign finance 
violations: willfully causing an 
illegal corporate contribution 
and making an excessive cam- 
paign contribution. 

“Guilty, your honor,” Cohen 
said eight times as Judge William 
Pauley III read the counts. 

The longtime attorney for 
Trump faces a recommended 
prison sentence of 46 to 63 
months, according to court filings. 

When it came to the campaign 
finance violations, Cohen impli- 
cated the president directly. He 
told the court that he worked with 
Trump to pay off two women to 
keep their stories of alleged affairs 
with Trump from becoming pub- 
lic before Election Day. 

In a statement, Trump attor-
